Accident Insurance Policy, Only 
AYear Offered To Pupils, Te 


= 


New Orleans — (NC) — Pupils and teachers of New Orleans 
archdiocesan schools may sign up for a blanket accident insurance 
policy — at a cost of only $1 a year. 

The policy covers fees of physicians and nurses, ambulance and 
hospital bills up to $1,000, whether or not person is covered 
by similar insurance through another policy. An_ accidental death | 
provision and loss of limbs benefit pays up to $7,500. Medical ex- 
penses are payable in addition to the death benefit. 

Msgr. Henry C. Bezou, archdiocesan superintendent of schools, 
said the premium is small because of the number of cHildren expected 
to participate. The insurance is entirely voluntary, 

The polity covers accidents in school, on the school playgrounds, 
and while teachers ond pupils are on the way to or from school. It 
also covers accidents suffered in athletics and sports sponsored by 
the Catholic School Athletic League and the CYO — with the one 
exception being for injuries suffered in interscholastic football. 


Meanwhile, a voluntary school health program will be continued 
for the second year in Catholic schools of Orleans parish (county) and, 
where feasible, in other parts of the archdiocese. 

First-grade children who have not been examined by a private 
physician will be given a thorough check-up in all New Orleans Cath- 
olic elementary schools this fall. Examinations will be handled by

Seattle, Wash—(NC)—A Bish- At the Panel on public relations, 


op who is an expert in the field of 
journalism and public relations 
eounseled the National Council of 
Catholic Women against being 
content to read accounts of their 
meetings on the society pages of 
daily newspapers. 

“Your meetings should never be 
treated as mere social affairs and 
relegated to the society pages,” he 
said. “Granted that your gather- 
ings inevitably have certain social 
aspects, nevertheless, you are 
primarily a working organization 
with serious, worthwhile objec- 
tives. You meet, not to amuse.your- 
selves, as at a bridge or canasta 
club or afternoon tea or cocktail 
party, but for serious discussion 
and planning of worthwhile work. 

“Therefore, while you may for 
the most part have generally to 
content yourselves with being re- 
ported on the women's pages, try 
to make your news matter about 
your activities such that you will 
merit an occasional headline in the 
general local news columns and 
not be condemned forever to the 


i vapid, banal handling of the socie- 
ty editor. Resist such treatment 


strenuously and above all turn in 
stories that merit serious report- 
ing and advantageous position.” 

The speaker was Bishop Thomas 
K. Gorman, Coadjutor of Dallas, 
end Episcopal -chairman of the 
Press Department, National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference. 

Bishop Gorman also spoke as the 
keynoter of a session dedicated to 
“Our Responsibility to God.” He 
advised the delegates that the best 
way to determine God’s Will in 
their work was in the Encyclicals 
and other pronouncements of the 
Popes.
